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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Responsive to the action mailed April 9, 2002, and further to the action mailed 
February 13, 2002, and the response thereto filed March 13, 2002, applicants elect the single 
polymorphism at position 1255 of SEQ ED NO:l. However, this election is made with traverse . 

First, applicants point out that all of the polymorphisms specified in the elected claims 
(claims 1-2) relate to a single gene and its encoded protein, PDH E2. Since a single search will 
reveal the art relevant to all of these polymorphisms, there is certainly no burden on the examiner 
to search all four. 

Second, the polymorphism at nucleotide position 1255 of SEQ ID NO:l corresponds to 
the polymorphism at amino acid residue 349 of SEQ ID NO:2; i.e. anyone with a polymorphism 
at residue 349 will also have a polymorphism at nucleotide position 1255. Thus a search that 
encompasses one will be adequate to cover the other. The same is true of nucleotide position 
857 of SEQ ID NO: 1 and amino acid residue 216 of SEQ ID NO: 2. Again, there is no burden 
on the Examiner to search the polymorphism at both the nucleic acid and the amino acid levels. 
It would seem odd to separate them. 

Finally, applicants point out that claims 1 and 2 cover determining the sequence at one or 
more of the four positions. If the restriction requirement is allowed to stand, it will limit 
applicants to claiming a method of determining the sequence at only one of the four positions. 
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The restriction requirement ignores those embodiments of the claims in which the sequence at 
two, three or all four positions is determined. It essentially prohibits applicants from ever 
presenting such claims, in this application or any divisional. 

Applicants strongly protest and request withdrawal of the restriction requirement at least 
insofar as it requires election of a single polymorphism.
